While he did 
so, he must have increased threefold 
the pleneure which he enjoyed, for he 
was charmed by the past inaugura 
address of the Dean (Dr Maneon), he 
was pleased with the report of the Hon. 
-| Seeretary (Dr Coatlie) upon the work 
of-the year, and he was overjoyed by the 
| noble prospeet of the future which the 
successful establishment-of the-College- 
furnished to thie Colony. Most of the 
audience. assembled ‘yesterday in St. 
Andrew’s Hall mnst have either heard 
or have rend Dr Manson’s memorable 
address, and they hod already looked 
upon as historical the pleasurable foel- 
ings which its noble sentiments called 
np at the inauguration of this insti+ 
tution, The high estimate.which Sir 
William Des Veeux has formed, there- 
fore, of. the high-minded disinterested- 
ness which has found expression in the 
foundation of this College of Medicine 
for the Chinese—the keynote of which 
Lwaa so admirably given in the Dean’s 
inaugural address last year—is credit- 
able alike to the Governor and to the 
College suthorities. {ndeed,, if..His 
‘Excellency will excuse the rembrk, the 
Governor’s own address on the occasion 
waa about ss creditable an appearance 
as be has yet made before the public 
of Hongkong. Hedid more than grasp, 
with ‘a. most. sympathetic appreciation, 
the object of the founders ofthe Col- 
loge; he. Pointed out and made an 
estimate of the difficulties thet were yet 
to be mot with and disposed of; and he 
went on to cléarly set forth that, al- 
though such 4 College ‘naturally would 
jlook to -private: munificence for. its 
main support, it was a most fit 
and proper abject for substantial uid 
from tha Government, This last pro- 
position he endeavoured to” prove upon 
the broadest basis-of selfiioterest, by 
stating that, spart from philanthropic 
motives, the success of this College as a 
seat of learning for the Chinese Empire 
| meant an increase to the general pros- 
pority of this Colony of Hongkong. It 
will perhaps be time enough to test the 
soundness of this proposition when the 
College bas done,a few more years of 
plodding work ; but we do not for a mo-

But it appears that aomething more 
than thia inevitable expedient reaulted from 
Hia Excelloncy the Governor's determina- 
tion to placa the Brigade on an improved 
footing. It has been arranged, we learn, 
that holf-a-dozen men of the 58th Regi- 
ment shall form part of the Brigade, and 
that they will take duty every night at the 
Central Fire Brigade Station, remaining on 
duty till 6 a.m., so that they will always be 
io readiness when the alarm bell rings to 
got an engine out and take it at once to the 
scone of the fire, . This will undoubtedly 
be a very useful contingent, and if the 
lesson of the Lyndhurst Terraca fire pro- 
duces no other result it will not bave beon 
in vain. The military contingent, we 
understand, will be oxempted from drills in 
Barracks.

Lately ra- 
ports had come that the traveller had made 
treaties with the Mois ‘in the name of the 
French Government,’ But the’ surprise 
has now come of the ascent of the Throne 
of Marie I. and the promulgation of the 
Constitution, According to the Temps the 
following is the text of this document :— 

To-day, 3dune, 1888, the Chiefs of all 
the territories who have sicned a treaty 
with M. Mario de Mayrena, and who has 
been recognised as‘ Supreme Chief, with 
the men of their tribes of tho village of 
Kou-Gang, have, after translation and ex- 
planation, decided to accept the following 
Constitution =— 

Art. I. The independent territories which 
are allied this day take the uame of the Mot 
Confederation. 

Art. IE The Sedang country being the 
largest in this Confederation, the Kingdom 
will take tho namo of tho Sedang Kingdom. 

Art. IDL M, de Mayrena, already recog- 
nised as Chief, is elected King of the Se- 


dangs. . 

Art. IV, The Kingdom is hereditary; but 
the King, if he wishes, can designate a eug- 
cessor apart from his family. Always pro- 


vided that the Chiefs agree to him bya 
majorit of votes, ra 

rt. V, The national flag shall be blue, 
with a white cross and red star jn the centre. 

Art, VE. The King has absolute autho- 
rity, Ho commands all the civil and mili- 
tary chiefs, and regulates the differences 
which may break out between them. 

Art, VII. He decides for war or peace 
with the assistance of 2 council composed 
of the chiefs of the tribes. 

Art. YIU. The Kings nominate the spldj- 
era, and designates those tocummand them, 

Art. IX, Lands are .only atenable to 
strangers with the consent of the Tuoules, 
sud every alienation must be sanctioned by 
King, . 

Art. X. In foture huynen sacrifices arp 
interdigted. - - 

At AY, AN religions ape free jn the 
Sedang kingdom, 

Art. XL Besides thp general council, the 
King. will nominate a private council, 
charged with current affairs, 

Art. XIE. Every wodification of the 
presant conatitution shall, to be valid, be 
desided, the King present, by the grand 
general conuei).

Dears ov Mx R A, Procron :—Mr Proo- 
tor’a death will bo regretted iu all parte of 
the world where his bucks hare-boen rand 
or where he has luctured,: d4ea of the Time 
gives the following -record of: his Jif. :— 
Proctor, Riohard Anthony, #4., was born 
at Chulsca, March 2urd, 1837, and in boy- 
hood was educated chiefly at home, having 
had bad health for several: yeats; aubsa- 
quently he pursued -his atudice at King's 
College, London, and St. Jokn's Coltego, 
Cambridge, Hoe graduated ua 23rd Wrang- 
ler in 1860, He was appointed an honorary 
Fellow of King’s College, London, in 1873 
and Fellow of the Royal Astronomical Sac- 
icty, in 1866, He was appointed Honorary 
Seorotary of that auciety, and editor of its 
Proceedings, in February 1872, but resigned 
theso offices in November 1873.‘ Having 
nualysed results collected by the Horschela, 
Struve and others, and carried ont a series 
of original researches, inoludtilg the ‘con- 
striction of a chart. of 324,000 stars, 
Mr Proctor was led to a’ néw ~thoory 
of tho structure «cf the stellar universe ; 
investigated the conditions of the Transits 
of Venus in 1874 and 1882, and publish- 
ed mony illuetrativo charts. He main- 
tuined, “on theoretical grounds in 1869, 
the sinca - established theery.. of the 
solar corona, aud alao that of the inner 
complex solar atmeusphere afterwards 
discovered by Young of America. Among 
his works are; ‘Saturn and its System,’ 
1865; ‘Handbook of Stars,’ and ‘Gno- 
monic Star Atlas,’ 1866 ; ‘Half-hours with 
the Telescops,’ 1868; ‘Half-hours with 
Stars,’ 1869: ‘Light Scienco for Leisurs 
Bours,’ and ‘Elementary Astronomy, 
1871; ‘ Borderland of Science,’ and 2nd 
asories of ‘Light Sciences.’ 1873; and 
‘ Transits of Venus,’ 1874 ; 3rd ‘edit., 1878 
In 1879 Mr Proctor, loft England for 
‘Ameriea and Australasia. Ae lectured in 
all the principal towns of Victoria, New 
South Wales, South Australia, Tasmania, 
and Now Zealand. He started Knowledge 
as a weekly journal in 1861, but altered it 
to the monthly form in 1885. Since 1878 
ho has published several volumes of essays 
on scientific and general subjects, two 
treatises on ‘Whist’ and one on ‘Strength 
and Happiness.’
